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Promotion Meeting Is 
Slated for January 4 


CTION to decide the fate of Army 
promotion legislation this session is 
expected to be taken by the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee at its first meeting of 
the New Year, scheduled for Jan. 4, 

With most of members of the Senate 
Committee closely following the week 
to week returns of the survey, which in- 
dicate the Army’s overwhelming desire 
for action, it is considered likely that the 
results of the survey may facilitate pro- 
motior legislation enactment this session. 

Strenucus efforts are expected to be 
made at the meeting to secure harmoni- 
ous action so that the measure can be 
reported back to the Senate. This, it is 
expected, will pave the way either for 
a conference or for the agreement on 
the part of the House to such changes 
as are made by the Senate Committee 
provided the Senate approves them. 

Three Views Expressed. 

As stated last week, there are three 
elements in the Committee whose views 
must be reconciled or voted down. One 
element favors the inclusion of accel- 
erated promotion for the entire Army in 
the Furlow Bill. Another element favors 
the retention of a separate list for the 
Air Corps, and still a third element has 
indicatcd that it favors a separate vote 
on the Black Bill and on the Air Corps 


Bill. The one point upon which the Com- 
mittee is practically unanimous is that 
there should be some action this session 
which will prove beneficial to all and 


detrimental to none of those concerned. 

Returns from the United States, the 
Canal Zone and Hawaii topped the 5,527 
mark this week. Indications are that 
Philippine and foreign returns will swell 
the final total to more than 6,000. The 
general trend of sentiment expressed 
was about the same in respect to all 
questions 2s on the previous week. The 
Infantry total returns still lead those 
of the other branches, being 1,863. The 
Field Artillery is runner-up with 729, 
and the Coast Artillery Corps is third 
with a total of 543. 

An analysis of the replies, with the 
comments considered indicates that the 
Army at large favors promotion after 
Service-in-grade, approximately as fol- 
lows: After 3 years to First Lieutenant: 
after 10 years to Captain; after 15 years 
to Major; after 20 years to Lt. Colonel, 
and 26 years to Colonel.

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Joint Service Pay Study Urgently Needed 
By HON. DAVID A. REED, 
Chairman, Senate Military Committee. 


IMULTANEOUSLY, the Senate and 

House have taken the initial step 
toward investigating the pay and allow- 
ances of officers and enlisted men of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps and kindred 
Services included in the 1922 Pay Act. 
I have had the honor of sponsoring Joint 
Senate Resolution 177 which calls for 
the appointment of a Joint Congres- 
sional Committee composed of five Sen- 
ators and five Representatives to make 
an exhaustive study of the entire pay 
question. 

Hopes for Speedy Action. 

This resolution has been referred to 
the Committ*e on Rules and I hope for 
early action by that Committee. There 
is no question but that the officers of 
the Army are suffering from inadequate 
compensation, and that the hardship in- 
flicted on the commissioned personnel, 
particularly in the junior grades, calls 
for speedy correction. 

The Navy Department, I am informed, 
through the medium of what is known 
as the McNamee Pay Board, presented 
a very excellent report summing up the 
situation in that Service and making 
certain recommendations. One of these 
is to the effect that the matter of Navy 
pay should be considered separately from 
that of the other Services governed with 
it by the Joint Pay Act of 1922. 

It is my opinion that while all the 
various Services affected by.this Act 
have certain conditions to face which 
are different from those of any of the 
others, no Scrvice’s pay schedules should 


Transport Service for 
Army to Be Improved

DURING the past week, Mr. James, 

who becomes Chairman of the Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee after March 4, 
1929, and I made a trip to the: Brooklyn 
Base for the purpose of inspecting the 
Transports St. Mihiel and Cambrai and 
the Hostess Heuse. 

Our attention was called to the fact 
that the St. Mihiel has been recently 
modified and reconditioned so as to make 
her a more suitable. transport for serv- 
ice in the tropics. The Cambrai, of course, 
as is well known, met with an accident 
recently on the West Coast and is now 
at the Brooklyn Base undergoing re- 
pairs. 

Mr. James and I have both, within the 
past few months, travelled on Army 
Transports. Mr. James took the trip from 
New York to Hawaii and I took the trip 
from New York to San Francisco. We 
are both therefore conversant from ac- 
tual experience with traveling conditions 
on Army Transports. Other members of 
the Military Affairs Committee and in 
fact many members of Congress gen- 
erally have recently made trips on the 
Army Transports. 

As a general rule they have come 
back to Washington with nothing but 
praise for the Transport Service and 
with a deep impression of the real in- 
convenience and discomfort with which 
officers and their families are putting up 
who travel on the transports. I believe 
the time is approaching when effective 
steps must be taken by Congress to im- 
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be revised without consideration of the 
effect of such revision on the other Serv- 
ices. It was to this end that I intro- 
duced the measure now before the Rules 
Committee. 
Expects Army Data. 

No doubt the War Department will 
take the proper steps to have data avail- 
able on the Array pay problems, similar 


to that included in the Navy Pay Board’s 


report. 

The two big problems before the 
Army, as has so often been stated, are 
promotion and pay. We have now under 
consideration the best means of accel- 
erating promotion, but the question of 
pay, which is equally vital, has been more 
or less in the background. 

The “optional” authorization of the 
dress uniform, other demands on an 
officer’s pay and the present low level of 
purchasing power of the dollar tend 
more and more to make this problem as 
acute as the promotion problem. 

I have noted with sympathy the let- 
ters appearing in the Army and Navy 
Journal showing the skimping required 
by the wives of officers even in the 
field grades to properly maintain their 
positions and to meet their responsi- 
bilities. 

The Army is composed of those who 
serve the Republic with no thought of 
accumulating wealth, but justice requires 
that we give to the personnel of the 
military service a living compensation. 
When the War Department presents the 
facts I have no doubt that the existing 
conditions will be speedily remedied.

In light of past events it would not be 
at all surprising if overtures were forth- 
coming from Great Britain with the New 
Year for another limitation gathering. 
It is recalled that in the past such sug- 
gestions have coincided with pending 
naval legislation here and no doubt the 
pacifist views here that the United 
States should make further sacrifices for 
peace and disarmament will have hearty 
support in England and Japan.

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Article on Aircraft 
Tactics Is Discussed 














By LT. COMDR. H. H. FROST, U. S. N. 
N the November 17th issue of the 
Saturday Evening Post there ap- 
peared an article on military aircraft 
by Comdr. R. D. Weyerbacher, of the 
Construction Corps. That article con- 
tains so many fantastic misstatements 
that some of the more important should 
be corrected. In the first part of the 
article in question the characteristic of 
the various types of naval and military 
aircraft are described and it may be 
presumed that Commander Weyerbacher, 
as the manager of the aircraft factory 
in Philadelphia, is well qualified to tell 
of this phase of naval aviation. 

However, when the commander in a 
later part of the article describes how 
these planes would be used in war, he 
enters a field in which his knowledge 
appears to this writer most superficial. 
In fact we know of no such erroneous 
statements concerning the use of air- 
craft since the time when Brig. Gen, 
William Mitchell was lighting off his 
fireworks, for many of Commander 
Weyerbacher’s statements betray a live- 
liness of imagination far beyond that 
to which General Mitchell ever laid 
claim. 

Claims Aircraft More Effective. 

The commander’s principal thesis is 
that aircraft perform all their functions 
in battle more effectively and more 
economically than do older weapons. 

In order to avoid the possibility of 
misinterpreting his ideas let us have 
his own words: “Aircraft, however, per- 
form each of these functions more cer- 
tainly, more effectively and more eco- 
nomically, in lives and in money, than 
do the older weapons.” 

He expresses one example of this as 
follows: “At sea the torpedo plane 
launches the same projectile as is used 
by torpedo-tube-equipped cruisers and 
destroyers. * * * Instead of exposing 
his ships and entire personnel to enemy 
gunfire when the torpedo is launched 
the commander of a destroyer or cruiser 
can keep his vessel beyond gun range 
and send only one or two planes to make 
the attack and to risk the danger of 
destruction which accompanies it.” 

Let us analyze this amazing state- 
ment. A destroyer in our Navy carries 
12 torpedoes, all of which can be fired 
in about eight seconds. Now how does 
Commander Weyerbacher propose to 
better this performance by sending off, 
as he says, “only one or two planes?” 
Certainly an officer of his experience 
must know that no destroyer carries 
planes of any kind. No one has ever 
even suggested that a heavy plane capa- 
ble of carrying a torpedo should be 
flown off a destroyer; much less 12 such 
planes, one to carry each torpedo. If 
our Commander has a method of launch-

Kellogg treaty are not natural antagonists. There is, however, a regrettable 
tendency here and abroad to see the two measures as inconsistent and contradictory 
to each other. There is a considerable amount of superficial comment that it is 
inconsistent for the United States to sign an idealistic document for the prevention 
of wars on the one hand while increasing the American Navy on the other.” 


THE Washington Star (Independent) takes this viewpoint: “The Kellogg treaty 

has received the overwhelming support of the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. It goes to the Senate from committee without reservation and without 
amendment, and in its present form doubtless will be ratified, when the hair splitters 
have had their way, and when the supporters of the naval building bill have been 
assured that the measure will pass. * * * There is no good reason why the treaty 
and the cruiser bill should not go along together. * * * The United States Navy 
needs new and modern cruisers. It is essential that the pending bill should pass.” 


‘THE Indianapolis Star (Independent Republican) asserts: “The trend of public 

opinion is strongly in favor of both programs, which, in itself, is an evidence of 
sane public thinking on the part of the American people. The nation, of course, is 
committed to the Kellogg pact as an expression of world abhorrence of war. * * * 
The peaceful gesture of the Kellogg treaty is not minimized by recognition either 
of national needs or the naval strength authorized by treaty.” 


THE Cleveland News (Republican) observes: “Can the naval cruiser bill be recon- 

ciled with the Kellogg anti-war pact? Can American public opinion subscribe 
to both? Or does the sponsoring of the first measure make it impossible for this 
country to go on record in favor of the second? We believe there is nothing in- 
consistent in recommending both to the favorable consideration of Congress, but 
we contend that the cruiser bill should be given preferred status. Practical reasons 
justify this course of action.” 


THE Jacksonville, Fla., Journal (Democratic) points out: “We are approaching 
the time when the executive branch of the government can deal with other 
powers without being hamstrung by the Senate. The Kellogg pact is mild enough 
without weakening it any more. * * * Mr. Coolidge wants the large navy author- 
ized, but without the clause specifying that the cruisers must be built within three 
years. * * * We do not have to be in too big a hurry about building as long as we 
know we can get them. We can build the cruisers as developments warrant.” 


'T HE Providence Tribune (Independent Republican) has this to say: “There seems 

to be little sentiment in the country for the increase in the number of cruisers. 
The inveterate Big Navy men are shouting the loudest and are taking full ad- 
vantage of the failure of the Geneva conference on naval disarmament between 
Great Britain and the United States as a sufficient justification for the added ships. 
* * * The joint debate, with the Kellogg treaty and the cruisers bill the issues, will 
be a spectacular and bitter one.” 





Newspaper Editors Hold Cruiser Bill and Treaty Do Not Conflict 


HE Springfield, Mass., Union (Republican) makes this statement: “The Senate 

should not be influenced by a shower of petitions to give the treaty for the re- 
nunciation of war precedence in its deliberations over the cruiser bill. * * * The 
advocates of the naval program should be under no illusions as to the intentions of 
those who urge the speedy ratification of the treaty. * * * If the treaty is ratified 
before the cruiser bill is passed, the treaty will immediately be used as a club to 
beat down the cruiser bill. If the cruiser bill is approved first, as it should be, the 
treaty can then be discussed on its merits.” 


HE Philadelphia Record (Independent Demecratic) believes: “If the Kellogg 

treaty dies in the Senate, it will perish from strangulation in the embraces of 
some of its misguided friends. * * * The Kellogg treaty does not abolish war. 
* * * The question is whether the 15-cruiser program is a threat of war, or aggres- 
sion, or a move of naval competition, or, on the other hand, a moderate, noncom- 
petitive and necessary contribution to national defense. * * * Hence, when the 
pacifists charge that the United States is ‘increasing its own armaments.’ that 
it is ‘nullifying’ the Kellogg treaty and exhibiting ‘insincerity’ and ‘hypocrisy,’ they 
falsify the facts.” 


HE Brooklyn Times (Republican) writes: “There is a preponderance of senti- 

ment for the cruiser bill, and from present indications its enactment is assured. 
* * * Its passage, which will result in a concrete and valuable addition to American 
naval forces, will smooth the way for the anti-war treaty, and these two major 
features of President Coolidge’s last year in office will have become effective agencies 
of policies and government. On the other hand, the defeat of the cruiser bill would 
mean also the defeat of the Kellogg pact, for it is inconceivable that the Senate 
would further tie the hands of the Nation.” 


HE Huntington, Ind., Herald (Independent Republican) remarks: “The pacifists 

are shouting that since the Kellogg anti-war pact has been agreed upon, no 
more warships are necessary. They shout this despite the fact that every nation 
in Europe from Red Russia to Great Britain is arming to the teeth and increasing 
its offensive and defensive armament. * * * Nothing will be so effective in keeping 
our boys from being volunteer or conscripted soldiers of the future, as a first- 
class Navy for Uncle Sam.” 


HE New York Herald-Tribune (Republican) says: “With the cruiser bill holding 

the preferential position on the legislative calendar, the Senate can at any time 
turn aside and consider the treaty by simply going into executive session. In this 
sense, the two have parallel consideration, neither interfering in any way with the 
other’s parliamentary privileges. * * * The cruiser bill is in no way antagonistic 
to the purposes of the Kellogg treaty. It is a step toward putting that treaty on 
a surer basis. * * * We need cruisers, Kellogg treaty or no Kellogg treaty. The 
treaty is desirable, but the cruisers come first.” 


HE New York World (Democratic) expresses the view that: “The Kellogg treaty 

is being held up by the big-navy interest in the belief that if the treaty is rati- 
fied first, pacifist sentiment in combination with the Administration will either re- 
duce the number of cruisers or leave the matter so that President Hoover could if 
he wished suspend or delay construction. The big-navy supporters ‘are fighting for 
the immediate, compulsory construction of the fifteen cruisers against the possi- 
bility that the cruisers, even if authorized, may not actually be built.”

These comments apply also to the 
cruiser, which is six or seven times the | to 
size of a destroyer, for no one except 
Commander Weyerbacher has ever pro- 
posed to use torpedo planes from a 
cruiser. It is certainly well known 
that only observation planes are carried 
by cruisers. 

Of the torpedo plane itself Commander 
Weyerbacher says that “its method of at- 
tack is to descend close to the water not 
more than 6,000 yards from its target— 
yet distant enough to escape anti-aircraft 
fire-—-and there launch its weapon.” Does 
Commander Weyerbacher really believe that 
planes close to the water can escape anti- 
aireraft fire when less than 6,000 yards 
from the target’ Certainly he must know 
that the fire of anti-aircraft guns under 
such conditions would be fully effective. 

Now the writer desires to set forth 
briefly the underlying idea of torpedo tac- 
lies. The general plan is to fill a given

Thus even the carrier—-the only naval 
vessel able to carry a torpedo plane—can- 
not compete with the destroyer in torpedo 
warfare. If Commander Weyerbacher de- 
sires to refute this, we would be delighted 

have him make the attempt., 
It is further stated in the article under 
discussion that “bombers may be com- 
pared to heavy guns carrying larger and 
more destructive projectiles to distances 
far beyond range of modern artillery” and 
that aircraft perform this function “more 
certainly, more effectively, and more eco- 
nomically” than the heavy guns. The com- 
mander describes such an attack of bomb- 
ing planes on a battleship and comes to 
the following conclusion: “The battleship 
carries into combat a crew of 1,500 men, 
the bombing squadron 36. If the battle- 
ship is destroyed, a tremendous invest- 
ment and many lives will be lest. If 
the aircraft squadron attack is unsuccess- 
ful few planes are destroyed and the cost 
is insignificant.” 

Now this is the very lowest form of 
propaganda in which a writer may indulge. 
In comparing the bombing plane with the 
heavy gun as a projectile-thrower, the 


pedoes, and casoline, to say nothing of the estimate as to the relative effectiveness of 
holds below filled with more aircraft and 
inflammable material, no further proof of 
their vulnerability will be required. Thus 
the very accuracy ef bombing and the new 
diving attack, which certainly would be 
directed at carriers before battleships, have 
the ironic effect of decreasing rather than 
increasing the value of aircraft on the 
high seas. 

After having stated that the bombing 
plane is so much mere” effective as a 
weapon of naval warfare than the big gun 
we are informed by Commander Weyer- 
bacher that an entire type of naval air- 
craft has been developed just to spot the 
fall of the projectiles fired by those guns. 
Why not be consistent and have’ these 
planes drop bombs also and forget about 
the guns? 

Commander Wevyerbacher 
to describe what he calls “hattleships of 
the air.’ These, in fact, are large rigid 
airships. He begins by stating that: “Jox- 
perience in the World War demonstrated 
the utility of the large rigid airship in long 
over-sea scouting duty.” Now the enily 
scouting duty done in the World War by 
airships was that over the North Sea and 
by no stretch of the imagination could this 
be called “long over-sea scouting duty.” 
Even in the North Sea the airship’s limita- 
tions were very noticeable, for during the 
Battle of Jutland, when battle cruisers 
were firing at ranges of over ten miles in 
excellent visibility five German airships 
were cruising in the immediate vicinity and 
returned te port without having seen or 
heard of this greatest engagement of 
modern times. They were sent out that day 
te search for the British fleet and did not 
even find their own! Not until the next 
morning, long after the battle, did they 
make contact with the fleets and then their 
reports were so incorrect as to give their 
commander-in-chief an entirely erroneous 
picture of the situation. It was prebably 
with this in mind that Admiral Scheer

the airship is effective Admiral 
Scheer admits, “when the weather is fine.” 

Furthermore, all -hips require 
their hangars which, as who have 
seen the moving pictures of the Graf 
Zeppelin at Lakehurst well know, are not 
altogether without expense. These hangars 
must be built in all the sreas in which 
aireraft are expected to operate, for no one 
can pretend that mooring masts alone 
would be satisfactory for continued opera- 
tions. Each air base must have a large 
crew of men on the ground to handle the 
ship when it enters or leaves the hangar, 
and this can be done only when the wind 
is right. Recent cruises of the Los An- 
geles have had to be because 
her commander did not think he had a 
large enough ground crew safely take 
the ship out of the hangar. When all these 
facts, together with the cost of helium gas 
and of training air personnel, and the 
short life of the airship compared to the 
cruiser, are taken into consideration it will 
be seen that the economy Commander 
Weyerbtacher has claimed is more appurent 
than real. There is nothing cheap about 
aircraft operation in any form. If one 
were to figure the annual cost of operating 
the Los Angeles, divide it by the hours un- 
derway, and get the cost per hour of actual 
fight we believe the result would be 
surprising. 

Now cruisers are not, like airships, lim- 
ited merely to searching for the enemy. 
In addition they drive off hostile cruisers 
and destroyers, protect their own muin 
body during the approach to battle and 
play a most important part in the battle 
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water area, through which the enemy cap- 
ital ships must pass, with an immense 
quantity of torpedoes, all of which reach 
their target at the same time and prefer- 
ably from different directions. Now in one 
minute @ division of six destroyers can 
fire a salve of 72 terpedoes and in about 
ihree minutes a squadron of 19 destroyers 
can fire 228 torpedoes. 

The Lexington and Saratoga, our two 
Jargest aircraft carriers, could launch only 
72 terpedo planes, which could discharge 
torpedoes equal only to those one division 
of six destroyers could fire. We will never 
have sufficient carriers to launch  simul- 
taneously 228 torpede planes. There are 
many disadvantages of firing a torpedo 
from a carrier, via, a torpedo plane, as 
compared with one fired from a tube on 
a destroyer. There is the possibility of 
the plane being unable to leave the carrier 
due to a wrecked flying deck, the greater 
difficulty of properly aiming the torpedo at 
the target, the greater chance of the tor- 
pedo being wrecked in launching, and the 
fact that the torpedo does not run for as 
great a distance as the type used by de- 
sireyers. On the other hand, the planes 





commander counts in the great battleship 
which carries the heavy guns, and shows 
that she has a complement of 1,560 per- 
sons. (This is exaggerated.) He neglects 
to state, however, that his squadrons of 
hembing planes are carried by an even 
greater aircraft carrier which has a com- 
plement of some 2,300 men and a payroll 
double that of the battleship. This is the 
more remarkable in that a few columns 
further on he proves how necessary these 
carriers are for aircraft operating on the 
high seas and says they “have assumed a 
tremendous importance in modern war- 
fare.” It is hardly seen where there is 
any economy in replacing the battleship 
by a ship which costs much more. 

Now Commander Weyerbacher pictures 
these planes of his making a diving bomb- 
ing attack with great success upon a hat- 
tleship, which of all types of ships afloat 
is the best protected against such attacks. 
He fails to picture an attack of these same 
bombing planes against aircraft carriers 
which are by far the most vulnerable craft 
afloat. When we think of their enormous 
decks of wood covered with inflammable 
planes, with their leads eof bombs, tor- 





wrote in his book at the end of the war: 
“We may probably leek upon the military 
career of the airship as over and done 
with.” 

Commander Weyerbacher nevertheless 
gives a description of these airships scout- 
ing at great distances at sea, sending in 
information ef the enemy fleet and fight- 
ing off its aircraft. The same airplanes 
which were te sink the enermous haitle- 
ship, with horizontal armor feur inches 
thick and numerous large, anti-aircraft 
cannon, apparently are helpless to attack 
the rigid airship, whose armer consists of 
a cocoon of silk and whose armament is a 
few machine guns. 

Waxing warm on his subject Commander 
Weyerbacher says that “it has been esti- 
mated that an airship scout is about three 
times more effective than a surface scout” 
and that since “an efficient surface scout 
costs approximately $17,000,000 and re- 
quires a crew of 460 men, and an airship 
costs from $3,000,000 to $40009000 and 
carries only 49 men, the economy is ob- 
vious.” We know net who has made this 








itself with their guns, torpedoes and planes, 
not to mention the protection they give 
convoys of merchant vessels and their at- 
tacks upon enemy's commerce after the 
manner of the Emden and Karlsruhe. No 
one has ever suggested that airships might 
be used for such purposes. We wish that 
Commander Weyerbacher had gone a little 
further inte his subject before trying to 
demonstrate the increased economy and 
efficiency which are to be gained by build- 
ing airships in lieu of cruisers. 

The above has been written not with any 
idea to belittle the use of aircraft and aire 
eraft carriers. The writer has always been 
an earnest advocate of air development by 
the Navy and in fact during the World 
War was so interested in such develop- 
ment as to qualify as a naval aviator. 
During a recent tour of duty in the Bue 
reau of Navigation he assisted in every 
way possible our air program. He be- 
lieves, however, that this development is 
hindered rather than assisted by such 
extravagant and fantastic flights of imasi- 
nation as are spread before the public in 
Cemmander Weyerbacher’s article in the 
Saturday Evening Post.

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Nominates General Officers 

THE President upon recommendation 

of the “ecretary of War forwarded 
the following nominations to the Senate 
Dee. 22: 

Col. George H. Estes, Infantry, to be 
brigadier general vice Brig. Gen. H. C. 
Smither, who will be retirea at his own 
request after more than thirty years of 
service on January 1, 1929. 

Col. F. LeJ. Parker, Cavalry, to be 
Chief of the Bureau of Insular Affairs, 
with the rank of brigadier general vice 
Maj. Gen. F. McIntyre, «ho will be re- 
tired upon reaching the statutory age of 
sixty-four on January 5, 1929. 

Colonel George H. Estes. 

Col. Estes was born at Eufaula, Ala., 
Jan. 30, 1873, and later resided at Columbus, 
Ga, After attending the University of 
yeorgia he was appointed to the U. S. Mili- 
tary Academy in 1890. Upon graduation 
in 1894 he was assigned as a second lieu- 
tenant to the 20th U. 8S. Infantry with 
which he served in the Departments of 
Dakota and Missouri and at the Infantry 
and Cavalry School until the outbreak of 
the Spanish-American War. 

With his regiment he participated in the 
Santiago de Cuba Campaign in 1898 and 
went to the Philippine Islands in January, 
1899 for service during the Philippine In- 
surrection. Returning to the United 
States with his regiment in 1902 he served 
at Columbus Barracks, O., for approxi- 
mately two yeurs when he again accom- 
panied the 20th U. S. Infantry to the 
Philippine Islands where he remained for 
two years. After a tour of duty at the 
Presidio of Monterey, Calif., of approxi- 
mately three years he sailed in 1909 for 
his third tour of duty in the Philippines. 
In 1910 he accompanied his regiment from 
the Philippines to Hawaii for duty. 

Promoted to the temporary grade of 
colonel in Aug., 1917, he assumed command 
of Trains of the 76th (New England) Na- 
tional Army Div. at Camp Devens, Mass., 
where he remained until Jan., 1918, when 
he was detailed to the General Staff and 
ordered to Washington, D. C. He organized 
the Statistics Branch of the General Staff 
and served as its chief and as War Depart- 
ment representative, Requirements Div., 
War Industries, until Aug., 1918, when he 
was appointed a temporary brigadier gen- 
eral. He then assumed command of the 
35th Infantry Brigade of the 18th Div. at 
Camp Travis, Tex., and commanded that 
brigade and division until Feb., 1919, when 
the division was demobilized at Camp 
Upton, N. Y. 

Col. Estes is at present Chief of Staff of 
the Ninth Corps Area, with headquarters at 
San Francisco. He was awarded a silver 
star citation for “gallantry in action 
against Spanish forces at El Caney, Cuba, 
July 1, 1998." 

Col. Parker was born at Abbeville, S. C.. 
June 24, 1873, and was appointed to the 
U. 8S. Military Academy from South Caro- 
lina in 1890. Upon graduation from West 
Point in 1894 he was assigned as a second 
lieutenant to the Sth U. S. Cavalry. His 
early service was with that regiment at 
Fort Ringgold and Fort Sam Houston, 
Texas. 

Shortly after the outbreak of the Span- 
ish-American War he was appointed aide 
de camp to Brigadier General L. H. Car- 
penter. He then served as Acting Judge 
Advocate of the Department of Puerto 
Principe, Cuba, until July, 1899. He later 
served as aide to Gen. G. W. Davis in Porto 
Rico until 1900 and in the Philippines dur- 
ing the Insurrection until the summer of 
1901. Transferred to the 12th U. S. Cavalry 
in 1901 he returned to the United States 
and joined that regiment with which he 
served at Fort Sam Houston and Fort 
Clark, Tex., until 1903, when he accom- 
panied his organization to the Philippine 
Islands. 

In the summer of 1909 he left for the 
Philippine Islands via Europe to join the 
12th U. S. Cavarly. He remained in the 
Philippines until 1912, serving for two 
years as aide de camp to the Governor 
General of the Philippines. 

During 1916 he served on the General 
Staff and upon being relieved from that 
duty was ordered to Roumania as military 
observer with the Roumanian Armies in 
the field during the World War. In the 
spring of 1917 he was transferred from 
Roumania to Petrograd, Russia, as a mili- 
tary attache in which capacity he was 
present at the Russian offensive in Galicia 
in June, 1917. 

Returning to the United States in the 
latter part of 1917, and having been ap- 
pointed to the temporary grade of colonel, 
Col. Parker served at Camp Jackson, 8S. C. 
Appointed a brigadier general of the Na- 
tional Army in June, 1918, he assumed com- 
mand of the 171st Brigade of the 86th Na- 
tional Army Division at Camp Grant, IIL, 
which brigade he accompanied to France 
a few months later. 

Shortly after his arrival in France he 
was attached to the 28th Division. After 
the Armistice he served with the Military 
Intelligence Division of the General Staff, 
American Expeditionary Forces, in France, 
Luxemboitrg, Belgium, and Germany, until 
June, 1919. In September, 1921, he was 
ordered to Mexico City as Military Attache 
where he remained until January, 1924. 
From November, 1924, to August, 1925, he 
was on duty with the American-Mexican 
Mixed Claims Commission, after which he 
went to South America for duty under Gen. 
Pershing on the Tacna-Arica mission. He 
is now vice chairman of the American 
Electrical Mission to Nicaragua on which 
duty he is serving at the present time,

Army Medical History 


When Maj. Gen. M. W. Ireland, The 
Surgeon General of the Army, recently 
forwarded to the Government Printing Of- 
fice the manuscript for Volumes II], 1V, X 
and XII of the history officially known as 
“The Medical Department of the U. S. 
Army in the World War” he was adding 
the finishing touch to a stupendous and 
laborious task on which his Department, 
among many other activities, had been en- 
gaged since the close of the World War. 

This history was compiled not only as a 
permanent written record of the problems 
and accomplishments of the Medical De- 
partment of the Army in the World War 
but also as a contribution te the progress 
of medical science throughout the world, 

The editor-in-chief who guided this pub- 
lication through to a successful conclusion 
was Lt. Col. F. W. Weed, of the Army 
-4edical Corps. In his editorial assignment 
he was ably assisted by some of the lead- 
ing medical men in civil practice who as 
emergency officers were identified with the 
work of the Medical Department during 
the World War. At their own expense and 
the sacrifice of much of their valuable 
time, these World War veterans contrib- 
uted material for many of the chapters of 
this monumental work. 

Great Britain and Germany have al- 
ready published similar histories and 
France and other countries are now ac- 
tively engaged in the production of one.

First Division Notes 

(CHRISTMAS holidays was observed in 

all 1st Division garrisons in the 
good old Army fashion. Parties, din- 
ners and winter sports, where the climate 
provided snow and ice, were indulged in 
by both officers and enlisted men and 
their families. With the close of the 
year the Division looks back with a 
great deal of pride upon the successful 
culmination of the strenuous activities 
that fell to its lot. 


Having been reduced to a total strength 
of 748 enlisted men, Batteries “B” and 
“E,” 6th Field ArtiMery have been placed 
upon a practically inactive status.

Reeord pistol practice and normal garri- 
son training has kept the 6th Field Artil- 
lery otcupied during December. 


ARMY ADOPTS RAYON HAT CORD. 
After a successful extended service 
test by the 29th Infantry, the 2nd Cav- 
alry and the 16th Field Artillery, a 
rayon hat cord, for use with the service 
hat, has been adopted and approved as 
standard by the War Department. 

The rayon hat cord costs less than 
the present type, which is made of a 
mixture of cctton and mohair. In ad- 
dition, when dyed with fast dye, it re- 
tains its luster and color for a much 
greater length of time.

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“QNE-TERM” LIMIT FOR CHIEFS STARTS SPECULATION. , 
HE nomination of Col. Francis Le J. Parker, Cavalry, U. S. A., to be Chief of 
the Bureau of Insular Affairs with the rank of Brigadier General vice Maj. 
Gen. Frank McIntyre who will be retired upon reaching the age of 64 on Jan. 5, 
1929, has started anew Service speculation concerning the possible successors of 
those Chiefs whose terms are approaching completion. 

Although General McIntyre was reappointed to his present post as his term 
expired just a few months before his scheduled retirement it was made clear that 
the policy of “one-term” for Chiefs of Branches will be followed. Two Chiefs whose 
terms expire in March, 1929, are Maj. Gen. Amos A. Fries, Chief of the Chemical 
Warfare Service, and Maj. Gen. Robert H. Allen, Chief of Infantry. : Although in 
some quarters it 1s contended that Maj. Gen. Fries should be reappointed because 
of the technical nature of the work he supervises, in others it is pointed out that 
this argument was advanced on behalf of Maj. Gen. Saltzman, former Chief Signal 
Officer, but was not sufficient to secure his reappointment. Both General Fries and 
General Allen have made excellent records while in office. 

Among the likely candidates mentioned in current gossip for General Allen’s post 
are Cols. George D. Moore, Edmund L. Butts, and Melville S. Jarvis; however, a 
number of officers junior to these are also under popular discussion. ; 

Col. Chas. W. Exton is held to be the probable successor of Maj. Gen. Fries. 

Another feature of the Insular Affairs appointment which is attracting much 
attention, is the possibility of the new incumbent becoming a Major General. Legis- 
lation making the Chief of Insular Affairs post a permanent Major Generalcy is 
now pending before the House Military Committee. Under the present law General 
McIntyre only holds the rank of Major General and upon his retirement the post 
reverts to a Brigadier Generalcy. 


DUTIES OF LIEUTENANT COLONELS ARE OUTLINED. 
ELUM ATING data concerning the functions of lieutenant colonels was pre- 
sented to the Hovse Naval Committee recently by Maj.

ization came about. The military service has now adopted the practice that had been 
in vogue in the Navy for a great many years of having executive officers. The lieu- 
tenant colonel is the executive officer of the regiment, and he is also used to command 
a battalion. Formerly he was second in command of the regiment, as he was called. 
He was really a vice colonel waiting around for the colonel to get sick. 

Mr. Darrow. That is about all he had to do. 

Gen. Lejeune. Yes, sir. Now he may be the executive officer of the regiment, and 


also may be a battalion commander. He is used extensively for executive staff details and 
administrative staff details, and for that reason the need for lieutenant colonels has 
greatly increased. Under the old law the number of lieutenant colonels was approx- 
imately equal to the number of colonels, but with these expanding duties, it is proper 
that the number in the grade should be enlarged. * * 

Mr. Woodruff. Do the duties of a lieutenant colonel as an executive officer, or do 
his staff duties, in any way interfere with the duties of the adjutant? 

Gen. Lejeune. The executive officer takes precedence over all the other officers 
of the regiment except the colonel. The adjutant conducts the correspondence, keeps 
the records, especially the personnel records; conducts the correspondence within the 


regiment, signs the correspondence, indorsements on letters, and so forth, and all other 


communications by command of the colonel. The executive officer now performs a 
great many functions which were not performed by adjutants. The adjutant’s activities 
depended very much upon the colonel. There was no general rule about it. If the 
colonel was inclined to be inactive and let things go, the adjutant in the old days fre- 
quently ran the regiment. If that situation existed now the lieutenant colonel would 
run the regiment. That is a very important change. The adjutant does not begin to 
have the authority he had under the old system. 





CAPTAIN RIGGS MADE NAVY SURGEON GENERAL. 
CAPT. CHARLES E. RIGGS, commanding officer of the Naval Hospital, Wash- 

‘ ington, D. C., has been nominated to be Surgeon General of the Navy and Chief 
of the Bureau of the Medicine and Surgery of the Navy. Capt. Riggs succeeds Rear 
Adm. E. R. Stitt whose tour expired Nov. 30. 

Captain Riggs was born in Iowa in 1869 and graduated from the State University 
of Iowa College of Medicine in 1893 and was commissioned Assistant Surgeon in 
the U. S. Navy in the same year. During the Spanish-American War, he served 
on the U. S. S. Newport. After duty aboard various ships of the Navy and at naval 
hospitals, Captain Riggs was assigned to duty at the Washington Navy Yard in 
1916 and remained there until March, 1917, when he was appointed Fleet Surgeon, 
Asiatic Fleet. After more than a year in that position, he became a member of 
the Naval Examining Board and Board of Medical Examiners, Washington, D. C., 
serving from September, 1918, to June, 1921. In 1923 he was given command of 
the Naval Hospital, Newport, R. I., and was appointed to command the Naval 
Hospital here in 1927. 





CO. “I,” 7TH INFANTRY CLAIMS MARKSMANSHIP RECORD. 

THEN the Army and Navy Journal published a news dispatch from New York 

which claimed the “unsurpassed Regular Army marskmanship record” for Co. 
“A,” 18th Infantry, the Northwest decided that it was time the units of the Third

cent, Co. “I” not only making top score but having one of its squads win the “Chief 
of Infantry’s” combat problem. Of the 69 members of Co. “I” firing, 35 made 
expert, 25 sharpshooters and 9 marksmen. 





CAPT. GILLIS’ BUST DONE BY NAVY WIDOW. 
HE bust of Capt. J. M. Gillis, U. S. N., founder of the Naval Observatory, to 
be presented by this government to the Chilean observatory under a bill pend- 
ing in Congress carrying an appropriation of $1,200, will be done by the widow 
of another naval officer under an award made by the Fine Arts Commission on 
December 26. 

Mrs. Herbert G. Sparrow, a sculptor of national reputation, who resides in Wash- 
ington, whose husband, Capt. Sparrow, was killed in the wreck of the U. S. S. 
Takoma in Vera Cruz in 1924, is the artist selected by the commission. 

Capt. Gillis served on the transit of Venus expedition to Chile in 1849-52 and 
when his work was completed presented his instruments, with the permission of 
the American government, to Chile where they formed the nucleus of the present 
Chilean observatory.

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Cruiser Bill Pushed 
(Continued from First Page) 
leaders of various religious denomina- 
tions, a call has gone forth for a gather- 
ing in Washington on January 4. These 
leaders plan a meeting with a dinner 
here at the Washington Hotel under the 
management of the Council of Interna- 
tional Relations and propose “a button- 
hole campaign” on the Senate. The call 
for this meeting was sent out by Bishop 
Francis J, McConnell of New York, who 
heads the Federal Council of Churches, 
as chairman of the committee. This 
action followed the presentation some 
time ago of a memorial to the Senate 
which urged deferring the cruiser bill on 
the ground that “it was an act of mad- 
ness to vote millions for warships” at 
the same time the peace pact was being 

ratified. 


Obviously the attack on the new cruisers 
is aimed at the weakest spot. A clear 
case has been made for the need of them; 
it is apparent to the whole world no new 
competition in building is involved as these 
15 ships wodld be needed for the Ameri- 
can Navy under any possible limitation 
agreement that might be reached: the 
whole matter was aired in committee hear- 
ings before the Kellogg Pact was born 
and save for a legislative jam, the bill 
would have become a law at the last ses- 
sion. In spite of all this, the argument 
that the two measures are conflicting or 
incompatible and that passage of the bill 
would nullify or. discredit our good faitn 
in ratifying the outlawry of war agree- 
ment finds considerable sympathy. 

Under the plans being drawn by the 
patriotic societies, the other side of the 
question is to be brought forcibly to the 
attention of the Senate and the country. 
At a meeting to be held in Washington 
in January they propose to concentrate 
on the other side of the question. 

In view of the unwavering attitude of 
Tresident Coolidge, who has strongly and 
consistently advocated the construction of 
the cruisers, it is believed highly prob- 
able that he will find an opportunity to 
reiterate his views and there has been a 
suggestion that the VDresident-elect will, 
curing his stay in Washington, throw his 
influence behind the measure. 

Forty patriotic national organizations 
lave been invited to participate with the 
National Sojourners in their annual ban- 
quet to be held in the Mayflower Hotel, 
Washington, on Jan. 11. Commander Paul 
V. MeNutt, of the American Legion, will 
be the speaker of the occasion, and, will 
deliver an important message in connce- 
tion with the Cruiser bill. 

It is contemplated that this banquet will 
offset the “pacifist banquet” to be held in 
Washington a few days previously. Capt. 
George F. Unmacht, C. W. 8&., is chair- 
man of the committee on arrangements.

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Admirals Discuss Navy Pay 
THE following articles by Vice Admiral 

L. M. Nulton, U. S. N., and Rear Adm. 
Harris Laning, U. S. N., on the Mce- 
Namee Board report are of particular 
interest at the present time in view of the 
recent resolution introduced by Senator 
Reed and Representative Morin to in- 
vestigate the Service pay situation. 

Admiral Nulton’s statement is as fol- 
lows: There is a fundamental principle 
of cause and effect involved in the pay 
question for the service, which can neither 
be overlooked nor ignored. It is impos- 
sible for an officer of the Navy to engage 
as a side issue in any business for the 
purpose of supplementing or increasing his 
financial income to meet his living ex- 
penses without the time, energy and 
thought so expended being taken directly 
from his service work and thus directly 
decreasing his efficiency in and ioward the 
service. 

It follows then that the pay of an offi- 
cer in each grade should be such as to 
enable him to moderately and modestly 
meet the requirements of life and require- 
ments of his grade without being harassed 
by debt or inability to make ends meet 
in order that his whole time, thought and 
energy may be devoted to his service 
work. The determination of the absolute 
amount of pay necessary to meet these 
conditions is a question of relaiive values, 
of the economic situation at the moment 
and the requirements imposed upon the 
officer by service and normal average 
family conditions. 

It is a fundamental condition that the 
strength and integrity of our nation is 
founded on the home and family. It is 
equally normal under these principles for 
and officer to have a family. It is also 
fundsmental in the naval service that the 
family be suberdinated to the demands of 
the service but not to the extent of com- 
plete effacement. 

The pay then should be such that it 
enables an officer to give his entire time 
and thought to the service without harass- 
ment by debt, that he be able to mod- 
erately and modestly meet service and 
normal average family reairements in a 
simple moderate dignified way consistent 
with self-respect. 

It is not felt that the present pay meets 
these conditions, with the result that an 
increasing amount of time, thought and 
worry as to how to make both ends meet, 
and this at the expense of their cfiiciency 
to the service, is occupying the minds of 
a constantly enlarging percentage of offi- 
cer personnel. In many cases it is fore- 
ing from the service a type cf officer that 
the service needs. 

In these days of rapid communication 
and transportation, changes of station and 
complexities of the demands of service 
life have increased rapidly, while the main- 
tenance of expensive outfits of uniforms, 
and ordinary requirements of family 
maintenance and children's schooling have 
not decreased. 

It is helieved that the recommendations 
of the Board on Navy Pay will offset the 
foregcoing conditions and are reasonable. 

Following is the article by Admiral 
Laning: A splendid report that not only 
makes clear the inadequacy of the present 
pay to meet the rise in the cost of living 
but also shows the grave’ injustice and 
inecualities in pay even between officers 
of the same rank and responsib'lity. 

How serious the situation must be for 
most officers should be evident to any one 
reading the report but whether or not the 
report as it stands will lead to the very 
necessary relief remains to be seen. Let 
us hope that to get relief it will not be 
necessary to go the length of parading 
before the public every embarrassing de- 
tail of the difficulties officers have in try- 
ing to live on the present pay. 


ROOSEVELT CHARGE REFUTED. 

The inventor of the antenna type of 
mine, used in laying down the North 
Sea barrage from Scotland to Norway, 
mentioned by Hon. F. D. Roosevelt on 
Dec. 27 in his address before the Pough- 
keepsie Post of the American Legion, 
was Ralph Brown, of Salem, Mass, an 
X-ray expert. Navy officers who worked 
with Mr. Brown do not agree with Mr. 
Rocsevelt that the inventor of the mine 
adopted for this enterprise was of the 
“evank” type. They speak of him in the 
highest terms. 

No officer who had knowledge of the 
work and who could be found today felt 
that Mr. Brown was overpaid for his 
invention. Mr. Brown assigned his pat- 
ent to the Government. One officer, who 
was in close touch with this development, 
gave it as his recollection that Mr. Brown 
received $200,000 for the assignment of 
his patent, but had to pay back half of 
it to Uncle Sam in the form of “excess 
profits.” This officer said the inventor 





gave no indication that he was not sat- - 


isfied with the net return of $100,000, 
and expresed doubt that Mr. Brown had 
instituted suit for $2,000,000 or any other 
amount. 

According to the naval experts, as 
originally presented, the Brown idea was 
not practical. However, with the cooper- 
ation of the inventor, it was developed 
and utilized in the North Sea barrage. 





Marine Corps Notes

Managua (Special).—In line with the 
policy of evacuating Nicaraguan strong- 
holds as rapidly as the native troops are 
able to take charge, the U. S. Marines 
on Dec. 20 turned over La Paz Centro 
to the Nicaraguan Nacional Guard.

ON PAY AND PROMOTION. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

HE letter to you from “An Army Offi- 
T cer’s Wife” which appeared in the 
Army and Navy Journal for November 10, 
1928, moves me to say a few more words on 
the subject of pay and promotion. Her 
letter in itself was all right, and I hope it 
gets over big with our $10,000-a-year Con- 
gressmen, but to a second lieutenant who 
has been in the first pay period for almost 
five years at a salary of $145 a month, it 
sounds more or less ridiculous. 

Let us compare, or rather contrast, the 
financial status of her husband with that 
of the officers in the group of which I am 
a member. 

She designates her husband as a major 
with 1215 years service. What does that 
mean? It means that he belongs to the 
group of officers who are the most favored 
of all the favorite sons created by our 
present class legislation. He has been a 
captain or major practically all of those 12 
years of commissioned service and has been 
drawing pay accordingly. If he was ever 
in what corresponds to our present first 
pay period, it was only for a few months 
and at a salary which was equivalent to 
twice as much as that of our present one. 
In addition, he is one of those officers who 
are graciously permitted to count for 
longevity and other purposes any service 
which they may have, except perhaps Boy 
Scout service. 

Compare that with the facts concerning 
the group of officers who have been most 
discriminated against by existing legisla- 
tion. What have we gotten in the way of 
compensation, and what have we to look 
forward to? Commissioned since the pass- 
age of what might fittingly be called the 
atrocity of June 10, 1922, we have had to re- 
main as second lieutenants for approxi- 
mately five years at a salary equivalent to 
approximately half of a second lieutenant’s 
pay before the war. Add to this the fact that 
we are allowed to count only our actual 
commissioned service, and that many of us 

ave to throw away credit for several 
years of other service which our major 
and others can still count, and you have 
the basis for the dissatisfaction, unrest, 
lack of morale, and various other undesir- 
able corditions which now exist among 
junior officers. Comparatively speaking, the 
officers higher up, including the major in 
question, have gotten everything. We have 
gotten nothing. 

Congress raised its own pay and that of 
ether Government offices. Why did it not 
raise the pay of Army officers to meet the 
high cost of living? In trying to answer 
this question, the only logical line of rea- 
son I can follow is that Congress must 
have decided that the total pay of all 
Officers of the Army could not exceed a 
¢ertain amount. The offieers who were 
already commissioned were all enjoying 
rank and drawing pay far in excess of that 
Warranted by their years of service. They 
eould be reduced in rank, but their pay 
could not be reduced. So some of them 
Were reduced, but all of them continued 
to draw excessive pay. The difference. had 
to be made up some way, so the pay scale 
was not raised in accordance with the de- 
Preciation of the dollar. After seven years 
operation of the present pay act, these 
Officers have about evened things up in the 
way of pay, and should now be given a 
YTaise in pay to make up for the deprecia- 
tion of the dollar during and since the war. 
_But how about the officers commissioned 
Since the passage of the present pay act? 
In order to help pay the excessive pay of 
those higher up, Congress divested us of 
the one remaining right to count other than 
€ommissioned service for longevity pur- 
Poses. It decided that 60 cents a day was 
enough for our ration when everyone knew 
that it wesn’t enough to buy a décent meal 
with. It fixed our pay at the minimum pos- 
Bible to live on. It decided that a new 
officer didn’t rank having dependents, and 
extended that abominable first pay period 
for five years. The result of the whole 
Program is that the second lieutenants have 
Paid, and paid, and paid. The Lord knows 
that all officers need a raise in pay even 
though Congress didn’t, but those who have 
been in the present first pay period, and 
#specially the thousand of us who have been 
n it for five years, need more than a raise 
in pay. 

Assuming that legislation will be enacted 
fn the coming session of Congress which 
Will promote second lieutenants after three 





years of commissioned service, there will 
be only a thousand of us who will have had 
to stay in the present first pay period over 
three years. Most of that thousand have 
waited five years for what those above them 
got in a few months or right after commis- 
sion, and what those below them will get in 
three yéars. Why should we have to pay 
approximately $1,500 more than anyone else 
to make up the imaginary deficit caused by 
the comparative overpayment of the officers 
higher up? If the promotion clause of pend- 
ing promotion legislation were made re- 
troactive to July 1, 1926, practically the 
only officers who would get any back pay 
are those included in the thousand un- 
fortunates I have just referred to. If the 
three-year clause goes into effect and the 
rate of pay stays the same as it is now, 
the officers below this thousand will draw 
approximately $1,500 more for their first 
five years of commissioned service than 
they have. If the rate of pay goes up 
as it should and might, the discrepancy 
will be still greater. If there is any justice 
in this world, Congress will surely make up 
this difference to us in some way, so that 
we can pay up the debts we have been 
forced to incur. 

If the major had had to go through the 
pay periods starting from the bottom as 
we have to do, and was restricted to count- 
ing only commissioned service as we are, 
his wife might have a truly sad tale to 
tell. Instead of having an outside income 
of $30 per month, they would probably be 
paying interest on borrowed money to that 
extent or more. Her husband had drawn 
more salary in 12 years of service than 
can hope to drawn in 20 years. 

Yes, we certainly need a sensible pay act 
to replace the highly discriminative one now 
in force. It should make allowance for 
the depreciation of the dollar, and be based 
on service rendered instead of how little an 
officer can live on. It should be general 
in nature and not single out certain classes 
and make them favorite sons. If anyone 
should be allowed to count other than com- 
missioned service for longevity and other 
purposes, then we all should be granted 
the same privilege. The counting of that 
other service is a continuing process, and 
just because an officer is allowed to start 
counting it is no reason why he should get 
to keep counting it while others cannot. 
The only fair thing to do is to let us all 
count all classes of service that are now 
counted by any of us. The time to pass a 
pay act embodying these features, is in 
conjunction with new promotion legisla- 
tion. The existing pay act is not based on 
promotion after a certain length of com- 
missioned service as contemplated by pend- 
ing promotion legislation, and does not 
specifically designate what is to be done 
with all the other forms of actual and con- 
structive service which now have various 
and sundry effects on the pay of different 
groups of officers. The question of revi- 
sion of the hump should be thrown out of 
pending legislation and promotion legisla- 
tion embodying only the four noncontrover- 
sial points should be passed without delay 
together with a new pay act based on jus- 
tice and the new promotion law. When this 
is done, the members of the hump can con- 
tinue the argument which has tied up pro- 
motion legislation for the last two years. 
They can argue until they retire and the 
opinion as to whether or not there should 
be revision will be exactly as it is now. 
Those that revision will benefit are all for 
it, while ‘those who would lose by it are 
all against it. It is not a question which 
can be decided by anyone involved, and has 
no place in promotion legislation. I have 
been paying at the rate of $62 per month 
for the last year and a half to listen to 
that argument and it is getting to be 
rather expensive. When will some one who 
is capable of doing it take the bull by the 
horns and see that those of us who have 
little rank and no influence get a square 
deal? 

Five Years IN First Pay Peniop. 


DEPLORES REVISION TACTICS. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
MAY letters have appeared recently in 
the Service papers which either con- 
demn or condone— 
(a) A revision of the Army Promotion 
(b) Organizations of Army Officers 
formed for the purpose of supporting or 


‘opposing legislation for revising the pro- 


motion list. 

Most of these letters miss the point 
which is what best can be done to secure 
legislation that will relieve the Army of 
stagnation in promotion. 

For my part I have implicit confidence 
in the ability and fairness of both the War 
Department and General Summerall to 
handle this matter on the basis of merit 
and in the best interest of the service, with 
due regard for the legal and moral rights 
of all individuals. 

I am unqualifiedly against revising the 
promotion list because it has no bearing 
on the main issue. The Revisionists simply 
seek to gain files at the expense of other 
officers who, by law and equal qualifica- 
tions, are entitled to the position which 
they now occupy. This is the fundamental 
purpose of the Revisionists, notwithstand- 
ing the many contrary statements that are 
being made which are the basis of an ef- 
fort to make it appear necessary to revise 
the promotion list in order to remedy 
stagnation in promotion. This is nothing 
less than absurd. And, what is equally 
important, the Revisionists have not ad- 
vanced a single convincing reason for re- 
vising the list except that they gain files. 
This reason disregards the merits of the 
case. 

The proposals of Senator Black, Repre- 
sentative McSwain, and the organized 
group of Army officers who are served by 
them, are inconsistent, unfair, discrimi- 
natory, and pure class legislation of the 
worst sort—and probably illegal. 

The Next Step. 

The next step is to revise that part of 

the list composed of field officers upon the 
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same principles now advanced for revising 
the lower part of the list, and thus. make 
a complete revision of the Army Promo- 
tion List. 

Senator Black has said that the present 
revision of the Captains and Lieutenants 
is just the “first step” in carrying out 
what he has in mind. In the “second step” 
every Regular Officer in the service on 
July 1, 1920, will be adversely affected. 
When discussing the case of the officers 
promoted to the grade of Major in 1920 it 
was stated by Senator Black that it was 
not planned to bother these officers “for 
the present.” 

The bills which propose a revision of the 
promotion list unduly advance the 1917- 
18-19-20-21 classes from West Point. When 
Mr. McSwain was asked to give one reason 
or to state one principle in favor of the 
advancement of these classes, he said that 
he didn’t want to include these classes in 
his bill but that he had to do it, and that 
there was hope of getting his bill through 
with West Point pushing it! 

“Inequitable Tactics.” 

The inequitable tactics which are being 
used by the Revisionists in order to gain 
support are nothing less than outrageous. 

Let us look at a shining example. Take 
H. R. 13509, known as the Wainwright 
Bill which is now before the House, and, 
as amended, includes the. section of the 
McSwain Bill that proposes the revision 
of the promotion list. In report No. 1574 
on this bill, and which is attached to it, 
there appears a letter signed by General 
Summerall to Mr. Wainwright, dated April 
21, 1928. This letter clearly approves the 
provisions of the Wainwright Bill, unless 
and when the letter and the report be read 
carefully. Then it will appear that Gen- 
eral Summerall’s letter was written on 
April 21, long before the bill was amended 
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to include the McSwain revision para- 
graph! 

Whether this was intentional I cannot 
say, but I do know that the use of Gen- 
eral Summerall’s letter in this manner is 
likely to leave the impression that the 
Chief of Staff approves this bill as it was 
finally reported. To me, this is a clear 
misuse of the letter in question. 

Besides this, the “Henderson Letter” 
written by General Summerall at Camp 
Dix, March 27, 1921, has been used pub- 
licly in a manner clearly intended to con- 
vince people that the General supports 
their contention, and in this way it is in- 
tended to gain support from the friends 
and admirers of the Chief of Staff. 

This letter has been used publicly with 
the following statements: 

“There appears to be a more or less gen- 
eral feeling that there must be some cor- 
rective action relative to the officers of the 
Air Corps. and that the company grades— 
where captains, first lieutenants and second 
lieutenants were indiscriminately jumbled 
—should be rearranged. 

“In view of the more or less widespread 
appreciation of this necessity, it is of in- 
terest to note the attitude of the present 
Chief of Staff on this same subject.” 

Propaganda. 

This is only a starting of the propaganda 
and it confuses the issue no less than the 
press release to the daily press Which was 
headed “Officers of the Army Unite to 
Support Promotion Plans.” The last para- 
graph thereof reads as follows: 

“Up to this time the various boards that 
have considered this subject, and the War 
Department officials themselves, have 
steadfastly opposed any revision that would 
alter the’ relative arrangement of the 
names of officers on the single promotion

(THE SENATE, AND especially the Serate Military Committee, has itself an- 
nounced to the country its responsibility for Army promotion legislation. The 
normal course of legislation is that when one House is advised that a bill it passed 
has been amended by the other House, formal request for a conference is made, 
and the differences between the two Houses are ironed out by their joint Committee. 
In the case of the Senate Joh 1 bill, amendments were adopted by the lower 
House, the Senate was notifled of the action, and then, at the instance of Senator 
Black, the Act—for the measure is no longer a bill—was referred to the Military 
Committee for consideration. 





(THE OBSERVANCE OF a practice of this kind is fraught with serious danger to 

essential legislation. If Acts are to be re-referred to Committees, the whole 
fabric of legislative procedure will be gravely undermined. To avoid just such 
obstacles in the way of agreements between the two Houses, the method has been 
to select as representatives on the Conference Committees the chairmen and mem- 
bers, Republicans and Democrats, of the Committees having direct charge of the 
legislation concerned. Thus reference to standing Committees is obviated. It 
is our belief that veterans like Senator Warren, who is a member of the Senate 
Military Committee, will recognize that the action resulting from the motion of 
Senator Black, is undesirable, and that steps will be taken immediately after the 
holidays to send the Johnson bill to conference. 


F{OWEVER THE QUESTION of procedure is determined, the fact is our hopes are 

roseate, and this is true not only of Army but of the Navy and Marine Corps 
legislation. It is quite true the Senate is in a jumble in connection with the Cruiser 
bill and the Kellogg anti-war treaty. It is also true there will be a filibuster 
directed against the former and efforts will be made to clarify the position of the 
United States with respect to the latter. But there will be time for action upon 
the pending promotion legislation. So far as the Army legislation is concerned, if 
Senator Black is able to muster enough strength among his colleagues. he can in- 
stitute a filibuster of his own. But a conference report is privileged, and conse- 
quently is not subject to many of the rules which work to the advantage of an 
opposition. We believe that Senator Black has no intention of manifesting a stub- 
borness which will work against the interests of the entire Service and that he will 
at least modify his views so that a measure can be gotten into conference where 
its incongruities can be ironed out. Indeed, it is to the Conference Committee we 
are looking for the legislation which will satisfy the Army as a whole. The same 
rocks do not confront the Navy and Marine Corps and action with respect to their 
legislation is confidently expected. 


QWHEN THE CONFERENCE Committee meets on the Army bill, it is certain to 

take into consideration the results of the Army and Navy Journal Survey. The 
Survey certainly has shown the sentiments of the land Service, and naturally the 
disposition of the conference will be to act as nearly in accordance with their trend 
as the civilian viewpoint will justify. We requested Senator Black to comment on 
the Survey, both by letter and personal application, just as we made a request of 
Representative Wainwright. Neither Member, however, was willing to present his 
views. Other Senators and Representatives, as our readers know, declared the in- 
vestigation made by the Journal was one of the most helpful things for legislative 
action that has ever been attempted by a newspaper. 


(THERE IS NO likelihood that during the coming year Congress will enact pay 
legislation for the Services. On the other hand, it is probable steps will be 
taken to bring about action. In our issue of December 15, we printed with satis- 
faction two articles by Representatives Morin and Britten, the former discussing 
his joint resolution for a Congressional investigation of the pay condition and the 
latter an endorsement of his colleague’s measure. We hope the Morin resolution 
will be passed, and we are doing our best to aid in its adoption, but with the best 
will in the world the Committee appointed cannot finish its labors before the com- 
ing fall, and, then, the bill it will recommend must be considered by the Congress 
which meets next December. There is no doubt as to what the investigation will 
disclose. The necessity for higher pay, especially for the junior grades for both 
Services, the elimination of injustices, all of which have been pointed out in the 
McNamee Pay Board report for the Navy, and the encouragement of officers to 
remain in the Services to which they cling by patriotism and inclination—all these 
matters are known to the Services and more or less to the country at large. Con- 
gress can do no better thing than to grant the increase of pay required by and for 
common decency and to assure continued efficiency in our national defense. 


WHILE THE SENATE is in the throes of a filibuster against the cruiser bill, it is 

interesting to note that Japan, in the budget for 1929-30, just presented to the 
Diet, has increased its estimates for the Army and the Navy. The total asked for 
the Military and Naval Services is $250,000,000, which is $6,650,000 more than the 
appropriations for the’ present fiscal year. The Tokyo Government has not neg- 
lected its building program, and it is altogether improbable that any Norris will 
rise in the Parliament to conduct a filibuster. The Senator from Nebraska is a 
curious combination. He can see menaces at home, he is constantly seeing them 
and shrieking his fears from the housetops. But when it comes to foreign affairs 
and the foreign interests of the United States, he entertains no apprehension, be- 
cause, forsooth, America is a peaceful nation and consequently no one will attack 
us. We beg to refer him to the recent history of China, and to the fact that Japan 
still has soldiers in Shantung, in violation of the Washington Treaties, and 
is penetrating Manchuria with greater and greater pertinacity. A weak yation is 
. invariably the prey for a stronger one.

P. B. H—The U. S. Naval Station, 
Guatanamo Bay, Cuba, is about 60 miles 
from the eastern end of the island, on the 
south coast. Deseo, Boqueron, and Caima- 
nera are 40 miles by boat; Bocuercn may 
also be reached by horse-back. Guatanamo 
City is one bour by train from Caimanera 
and Boqueron, and is connected by rail 
with Havana, Santiago, etc. The station 
may be reached from the U. S. by steamer 
or by steamer and rail. Generally speak- 
ing, the climate is healthful and delight- 
ful. Temperature ranges from 70 to 90 
degrees in the hot season—from May till 
September; from November till March the 
range is 65 to 80 degrees. Trade winds, 
blowing from 10 a. m. to 7 p. m., are usu- 
ally cool. Officers quarters are of the 
bungalow type, entirely screened and 
pleasantly situated. They are iizhted by 
electricity and provided with eleciric fans, 
There are no bachelors quarters. A com- 
plete outfit of white uniforms is required, 
as well as one pair of blue uniform trou- 
sers to be worn with mess jacket. The sta- 
tion tailor carries a varied steck. Automo- 
biles are a decided convenience. Grade 
schools are maintained on the station. 
Suitable servants may be obtained locally, 
cooks usually receiving $25 per month and 
maids $20. The food supply is adequate 
and well varied; ice, however, is costly. 
Wonderful opportunities for open air rec- 
reation are afforded, including golf, tennis, 
horse-back riding, swimming, sailing, and 
fishing. Varied social activities are to be 


_ had by the personnel of the station.

Mounts’ Coloring Discussed 
VERY cavalryman should be able to 
describe a horse in the fewest pos- 
sible words, using the correct terms, and 
in order to do so a knowledge of colors 
as applied to horses is essential, Maj. 
John Kennedy, Cav., declares in a recent 
issue of the 62d Cavalry Division 
Bulletin. He states: 

All horses are in general classified 
under one of the following colors: bay, 
brown, black, chestnut, dun, gray, white, 
roan, piebald and skewbald. These are 
the colors as used in the Stud Book in 
which are registered all horses whose 
pedigrees show them to be pure breds. 

A bay horse varies from light golden 
or yellowish to a very dark bay which 
may be confused with a brown. The very 
dark bay can be distinguished from a 
brown by the hair on the muzzle. The 
dark bay will have a black muzzle while 
the brown will in general have light 
brown hair on the muzzle. Of all bays 
the most beautiful is the blood bay whose 
color is that of polished mahogany. 

Brown, though usually a distinctive 
color, may be so dark that it often is 
confused with black or dark bay, but the 
hair on the muzzle of a brown horse will 
always be brown, unless the horse has 
some white markings on the face. 

A black horse is real jet or ebony 
black and this is one of the rarest of 
horse colors, but it is found in all types 
and breeds of horses. 

Chestnut is about the hardest color to 
describe, but it is a very common color 
among thoroughbreds. Man of War is a 
chestnut, his son Crusader is a chestnut 
and many other famous horses are chest- 
nuts. Horses with hair similar to that 
which on humans is called Red or Au- 
burn, are chestnuts, but all chestnuts 
have not red or auburn coats, some vary 
from dark liver to a light golden brown. 
Chestnuts have been called sorrels but 
this is not a proper stud book designa- 
tion. 

Duns vary from mouse color to a light 
golden, and generally have black points 
and mule markings down the back and 
across the shoulders. ‘Zebra_ stripes 
across the fore legs and thighs are gen- 











erally well marked on animals of this 
color. 

Grays are common among draught 
horses and Arabs. The Dapple Gray has 
black circular markings on the hind 
quarters, and sometimes the legs are 


, almost black from the knee down. 


White in a horse means the genuine 
milk white, not the pale gray which is 
the color that most grays turn with age. 
Napoleon’s famous steed was described 
as a milk white Arabian. The milk white 
horse as a rule has a pink muzzle and 
is pink around the eyes. 

Roans are of two classes, the Red or 
Strawberry roan whose coat is produced 
by the intermingling of red, white and 
yellow hairs, and the blue roan by the 
intermingling of black, white and yel- 
low hairs. Like grays, roans tend to 
get whiter with age. 

A piebald is a black and white and 
a sknew bald is any other color and 
white, the colors being laid on in large 
patches all over the bodies; a common 
name for these is Pinto, and sometimes 
they are called circus horses because 
nearly every circus parade will contain 
some ef them.

Educational Order Bill Urged 
HE Detroit Board of Commerce, upon 
the recommendation of its commit- 
tee on national defense, Col. W. C. Cole, 
Spec. Res., strongly urges the enactment 
of measures now pending before the 
Senate and House Military Committees 
to permit the Secretary of War to place 
with private manufacturers educational 
orders for the production of arms and 
armaments during peace time. 
The facts presented in support of the 
measure follow: 


A very large part of tne munitions and 
special articles of equipment required in 
an emergency are not commercial articles 
regularly produced during peace time. 
Many large corporations would therefore 
be required to make extensive alterations 
in their facilities and equipment for the 
production of these commodities in an 
emergency. In addition, it would be neces- 
sary to train a considerable force of me- 
chanics in the art of manufacture. For 
example, artillery ammunition, bombs, gun 
carriages, military searchlights, motor 
trucks with special cross-country treads, 
airplane bomb sights, etc. Ability to give 
these commercial concerns small educa- 
tional orders occasionally during peace 
would materially reduce the time required 
to get into production in an emergency and 
would keep the art of manufacture alive. 

The present type of rifle ammunition dif- 
fers considerably from that used in the last 
war, being a very much improved type 
which none of the commercial companies 
has heretofore made. It is very desirable 
to have these commercial companies learn 
to make this ammunition. Under existing 
laws, however, orders cannot be placed 
with them unless their bid compared fav- 
orably with that of Frankford Arsenal. 
Moreover, under Section 3709 R. S., it 
would be necessary to award the contract 
to the lowest bidder, and there being five 
of these cartridge plants, it is obvious that 
four of them would not receive orders. 
There is now being manufactured much 
more of this ammunition annually than is 
necessary to keep the art of manufacture 
alive at Frankford Arsenal, and to main- 
tain a mucleus of skilled employees at that 
arsenal, and it is believed it would be to 
the best interests of the United States to 
place annually an order of a small number 
of rounds with each one of these five 
cartridge companies. This cannot be done 
in conformity with the present laws, be- 
cause of competitive bidding. and also be- 
cause the prices at which these commer- 
cial plants can make ammunition are higher 
than the cost of manufacture at Frankford 
Arsenal. 

Similar examples can be given in other 
equipment such as searchlights of the 
United States Army type which are only 
produced on Government orders. At the 
present time there are only two firms cap- 
able of manufacturing these searchlights 
on an early production basis. Due to lack 
of orders, one of these firms has voluntarily 
closed down the searchlight department so 
that it now cannot meet competition along 
this line. There were two firms which 
made searchlight mirrors, one of which de- 
vised a machine for the purpose of grind- 
ing glass. This latter firm has scrapped 
this machine and is now utilizing the force 
and space for other production. The other 
firm grinds the mirrors by hand which is 
slow and laborious, requiring skilled arti- 
sans with long years of training. In a 
major emergency with all of the firms now 
capable of producing these searchlights 
working at a maximum capacity 11 to 15 
months would be necessary to meet the 
requirements. 

Existing laws are in a way detrimental, 
when considered in conjunction with the 
war plans of the War Department for the 
procurement of the necessary munitions 
and special articles of equipment in the 
event of an emergency. They require in 
general the production in Government 
arsenals or Government-owned factories 
during peace time of all such supplies and 
articles needed by the War Department 
as can be manufactured or produced upon 
an economical basis. During peace time all 
other supplies must be purchased after ad- 
vertising and in general the acceptance of 
the lowest responsible bid is mandatory. 
Under existing procedure it would there- 
fore be merely by chance, if the manufac- 








who would produce the various 
articles in large quantities during an 
emergency should happen to receive a 
small order during peace time. The pas- 
sage of the attached amendment to the 
National Defense Act will permit the Sec- 
retary of War to place small educational 
orders during times of peace with mznu- 
facturers who have the facilities to pro- 
duce the same articles in large quantities 
during an emergency. 

Your Committee believes that the De- 
troit Board of Commerce should take 
prompt and vigorous action to support the 
pending bill by making known to the Pres- 
idents of the Senate, and House of Repre- 
sentatives, the Chairman and members of 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, 
and the House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, and the members of the Senate and 
House from the State of Michigan its de- 
sire to see the bill favorably reported to 
and passed by the Senate and House during 
the forthcoming session of the 70th Con- 
gress, and we further believe that the De- 
troit Board of Commerce, should through 
the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, invite other Boards and Chambers 
of Commerce to join in our efforts in this 
respect.

N. A. A. to Record Flight 


Senator Hiram Bingham, president of 
the N. A. A., this week explained the 
important procedure to be followed by 
the Association in authenticating the 
projected refueling-in-flight endurance 
and distance record undertaking of Maj. 
Spatz and Capt. Eaker, pilots of an Army 
Fokker trimotor. transport plane, in Cali- 
fornia within the next few days: 


“In order that a successful completion of 
the Army Air Corps refueling-in-flight en- 
durance and distance record undertaking 
may be properly credited as a world record. 
the Contest Committee. of the National 
Aeronautic Association will exercise its 
powers in seeing that the rules and regula- 
tions of the association with respect to 
attempts are carried out to the

Field, Los Angeles, D. E. McDaneld, Gov- 
ernor of the Association. for California. and 
the directine official of the observations, 
will seal and install two special barographs 
in the Army transport plane. These baro- 
graphs will record the various altitudes at- 
tained during the flight and will record the 
fact that a landing hes been made should 
the plane be forced down. These instru- 
ments are fitted with a drum which re- 
volves once each 24 hours. A pen makes a 
trace on a smoked chart which will be 
siened before installation by the directing 
official. - After the flight the revolutions of 
the barograph drum are stopned and the 
instruments will be forwarded to national 
headeuarters of the National Aeronautic 
Association at Washineton with seals in- 
tact for eslibration at the Bureau of Stand- 
ards. This calibration is undertaken to 
prove that no irtermediate landing was 
mede during the flight. 

“The course over which Maior Spatz and 
Cent. Eaker will fly is acenrately measured 
with turning pylors at Los Angeles and 
San Diego. A certificetion of the distance 
between the turning points wi'l be prepared 
by a civil engineer surveyor or other com- 
petent authoritv, The timers must be req- 
istered with the Federation Aeronautique 
Internationale in Paris, the world governing 
body for aeronautical contests and of which 
the National Aeronautic Association is the 
evclusive representative in this country.

Purchase of the Sperry Gyroscope 
Company, internationally known builders 
of aeronautical and navigational instru- 
ments and equipment, by North Ameri- 
can Aviation, In:., of New York, a $25,- 
000,000 aviation investment and holding 
corporation, was announced recently by 
C. M. Keys, who is in active charge of 
the latter concern. Mr. Keys is also 
president of the Curtiss Aeroplane and 
Motor Company, Inc., president of the 
Transcontinental Air Transport, Inc., 
and chairman of the Board of the Cur- 
tiss Flying Service. 

The Sperry Company is one of the oldest 
and largest of the highly technical com- 
panies engaged in research and invention 
looking toward safety in flight through in- 
struments and other inventions. For 19 
years the Sperry Company has specialized 
in the building of gyroscopic control devices, 
was foremost in the development and con- 
struction of gyro-ccmpasses, gyro-pilots, 
ship stabilizers, and many types of appa- 
ratus for the control of group gun-fire and 
naval, military and commercial search- 
lights.

list, which contains the names of all offi- 
cers except the Chaplains and those of the 
Medical Corps. Therefore, increasing num- 
bers of officers are coming to the realiza- 
tion that the injustices they believe they 
are suffering from the composition of the 
promotion list can be relieved only by con- 
centrated effort before Congress over the 
head of the War Department.” . 
Catch Phrases. 

It appears. therefore, that they will go 
to Congress over the head of the War De- 
partment, and, also, that the entire Army 
supports the Revisionist! Nothing is fur- 
ther from the truth. The Army no doubt 
supports legislation which will benefit the 
Army as a whole, and the average officer 
takes little stock in a few “catch phrases” 
which were designed and used for pur- 
poses of propaganda to engineer legisla- 
tion for the advantage of a small group 
and at the disadvantage of others. I refer 
to the “scrambling,” the “jumbling” of offi- 
cers, the “injustice” of the situation as it 
now affects certain individuals, the “more 
or less general feeling that there should 
be remedial legislation,” and the “errone- 
ous” interpretation of the Act of 1920 by 
the War Department. 

There was no “jumbling” or “scrambling” 
in 1920 or since because the promotion 
list is composed of a list of names of 
designated officers of the Army—the officer 
having the longest service being first and 
the officer having the next longest service 
being second, and so on. 

The “injustice” claimed is based upon 
the “erroneous” interpretation of the Act 
of 1920 by the War Department. The 
framers of the bill have stated that once 
the single list has been decided upon the 
problem then was to use language that 
could not be misinterpreted. That their 
labors were not in vain and that the War 
Department is not guilty of an “erroneous 
interpretation” of the law, is clearly indi- 
cated by the Suprem> Court of the District 
of Columbia in the case of Lyons vs. Weeks 
(49 Wash. Law Review, 439), in which it 
was held that the National Defense Act of 
June 4, 1920, had been correctly interpreted 
by the War Department. 

Revisionists Organized. 

In 1922 the Revisionists were organized 
and some of their efforts were incorporated 
in the hearings before the Senate Commit- 
tee on this subject, but from these hearings 
it does not appear that they attempted to 
engage the support of the entire Army. 
It is understood that they have sent their 
literature only to those officers who gain 
by virtue of revising the promotion list. 

In 1922 the War Department did not 
compile a list of the officers who would 
gain and of those who would lose, but in 
1928 the War Department did compile such 
a list. It would be interesting to know 
hov the proponents of the Black-McSwain 
3ills secured this list and who authorized 
them to use it. The use of this list has 
been denied to individuals who sought it 
to oppose the pending legislation that 
would deprive them of their rightful posi- 
tion on the promotion list. Its use has 
been denied to the service papers, also. 

As far as known, the printed matter, 
“The Truth About the Army Promotion,” 
etc., sent out by the Revisionists, had but 
two purposes. 

It could not have been informative be- 
cause many statements made therein are 
grossly inaccurate and the Revisionists 
know it! 

Anything to get the promotion list re- 
vised must be their motto. Summing up 
their present attitude from open letters 
and various statements, they now say in 
effect—“No beneficial legislation shall pass 
for the Army as a whole unless the pro- 
motion list is revised.” A typical dog in 
the manger attitude that is probably re- 
pugnant to the majority of the Army, and 
to the Congress. 

Decide Case On Its Merits. 

The small group of Revisionists have 
carried their case far, even past the House 
and Senate Committees, on little. The 
main point of their contention is the “er- 
roneous” interpretation of the law by the 
War Department. The Supreme Court of 
the District of Columbia and the War De- 
partment have cleared that point. Next in 
line is the fact that they were appointed 
Captains in 1920, while those who rank 
them in some cases were appointed in the 
grade of Ist or 2nd Lieutenant. The evi- 
dence is to the effect that it mattered not, 
in the lower grades, in what grade ap- 
pointed, because the position for the in- 
dividual on the promotion list was deter- 
mined by length of service. This was the 
principle that was established by the law 
and sought for by years by the War De- 
partment to iron out the inequalities of 
branch promotion. 

The Boards of Review, which had _ the 
authority to bestow grade, were instructed 
by the War Department that “Captains 
and Lieutenants would be placed on the 
promotion list regardless of the grade in 
which commissioned.” 

This made for the perfunctory handling 
of the papers of the junior officers which 
came from widely scattered boards which 
were either— 

(1) Liberal in their ideas in recommend- 
ing grade, or from boards which were 

(2) Illiberal in recommending grade. 

So, and therefore, it was a matter of in- 
cident or accident, not only as to what 
board an individual came before but as to 
the grade that he received in 1920. 

It is observed that the Revisionists ap- 
parently are led by officers of the Judge 
Advocate General’s Department. It is no 
secret that several Captains of The Judge 
Advocate General’s Department are most 
active in agitating a revision of the pro- 
motion list, notwithstanding the merits of 
the case. In view of this it would seem 
appropriate for that Department, now 
headed by General Kreger, to make a state- 
ment of the case based on its merits. This

My ideas on Pay, Promotion and Retires 
ment are: 

1—Pay—Make the base pay for each 
grade commensurate with the present cost 
of living. Do not have ration allowances, 
combine it in the base pay. Make the rental 
allowance when on commutation sufficient 
to cover what it is supposed to cover. From 
five years’ experience I know it is far tod 
low. Continue the present system of 
“Fogies.” 

2—Promotion—(a) Promotion from 2a 
Lt. to Ist Lt. after three veors’ service, 
(All service mentioned to be Federal Come 
missioned Service.) é 

(b) Promotion thereafter as 
occur, 

(c) System of promotion as at present. 
No change in the promotion list. A large 
majority of the promotion list do not want 
a change. A comparatively small group 
are agitating a change. Any change would 
adversely affect more officers than would 
gain by a revision. 

3—Retirement—(a) Oompulsorv retire 
ment (Ontional for Generals and Colonel@ 
on the eligible list) after 35 years’ service 
with 80 per cent of pay. 

(b) Retirement on application after 30 
years’ service with 75 per cent of pay. ~ 

(c) Disability retirement, at any time, on 
75 per cent -of pay. 

(d) Retirement on application after 25 
years’ service with 70 per cent of pay. 

(e) Retirement on application after 20 
years’ service with 65 per cent of pay. 

(f) Retirement on application after 12 
years’ service and less than 20 years’ 
service at 5 per cent of pay for each come 
plete year. 

(g) No enforced (except in (a) above) 
separations. 

4—Remove all restrictions concerning 
employment or holding office of retired of- 
ficers. 

5—It is believed that a system of retiree 
ments as above would create enough vae- 
eancies to make a fair rate of promotion. 
I believe that the majority of the officers 
are more interested in an increase of pay 
than in promotion, I might state that the 
proposed bills for change of the promotion 
list do not affect me either way and most 
any system of promotion is not likely to 
affect me for the next 15 years.

NEW RADIO BEACON SET. 

Several flight tests were recently made 
at Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, in the 
O-2 radio laboratory airplane for the 
purpose of measuring antenna charac- 
teristics. It will require approximately 
six hours more of flying to complete 
these measurements. The new radio bea- 
con receiver, which utilizes a 6-ft. verti- 
cal antenna, has been installed in an 
02-C airplane. This type of receiver and 
antenna is very much more suitable for 
radio beacon work than the one using a 
trailing wire antenna. The beacon zone, 
or path, is narrowed approximately 30 
per cent and the directional effect of the 
antenna is eliminated, making the zone 
more sharply defined. A board met re- 
cently at the Materiel Division to out- 
line a development program for future 
aircraft radio equipment.

7th Infantry Notes 
Vancouver Barracks (Special).—At a 
recent assembly of the noncommissioned 
officers of the Seventh U. S. Infantry at 


Vancouver Barracks, Washington, the 
Regimental Commander, Col. F. W. 
Rowell, in addressing the assembly 


called attention to interesting facts re- 
lating to the present enlisted personnel 
of the regiment which form a connecting 
link between the present day service of 
the regiment and the old pioneer days in 
the history of the Northwest, when con- 
struction and the upbuilding of Army 
posts went hand in hand with drilling 
and the many other routine duties of 
the soldier’s life. 


An interesting fact brought out by the 
Regimental Commander in connection with 
the long record of splendid service enjoyed 
by the Regiment, was that the total years 
of active service of the present 172 non- 
commissioned officers of the Seventh In- 
fantry aggregates 2215 years (exclusive of 
“double time” for foreign service.) “This 
figure” said the Colonel, “represents more 
years of faithful service than the number 
of calendar years since the birth of 
Christ.” 

The data presented by the Regimental 
Commander showed the average length of 
service among the non-commissioned of- 
ficers of the Seventh to be 12 9-12, ing 
cluding the “baby” Corporal of the Regi- 
ment who has had a total service of only 
11 months. ;

U. S. CAVALRY IN WORLD WAR. 
While the participation of cavalry in 
modern warfare is widely discussed, lit- 


tie notice has been given hitherto to 
the action of U. S. Cavalry in the World 





War. The following report of Cavalry 
in the St. Mihiel drive was recently 
brought to light: 

On September 11-12, 1918, Troops “D,” 


“F,” and “H” of the Second Cavalry, while 
operating with the First Division in the 
Saint Mihiel drive, were engaged in an 
important reconnaissance mission. Lt. Col. 
oO. P. M. Hazzard was in command of the 
U. S. Cavalry engaged. 

A mounted reconnaissance was ordered 
of the woods around Vigneulles. This recon- 
naissance was to determine the resistance 
that might be expected to a general ate 
tack planned by the ist Division. 

Although the heavy underbrush in the 
woods made it very difficult going, the 
troops were forced to leave the roads which 
were swept by machine gun fire. It was 
soon perceived that the woods were very 
heavily held, probably in protection of a 
German railhead at Vigneulles. 

After obtaining this valuable informa- 
tion it was necessary to fight their way 
back to the American front lines. Though 
flanked by enemy machine gun nests, the 
undaunted troopers attacked mounted with 
pistols and killed the entire crew of two 
German machine guns. They succeeded 
in reaching the lines with but one man 
killed, one man missing, three men 
wounded and brought back 10 captured 
Germans. 

In the above action Capt. K. Lambert 
commanded Troop H, Capt. E. N. Harmon 
commanded Troop F, and Capt. J. B. Tay- 
lor commanded Troop D. During the St. 
Mihiel offensive Capt. Sands commanded 
Troop B, which completed the Cavalry com- 
ponent of the squadron.

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Adopt F. A. Training Mount 
N order t» provide for the adequate 

training of field artillery officers and 
men in firing with the minimum expense 
possible the 37 mm sub- calibre mount 
M-2 has been designed, manufactured 
and adopted as standard equipment for 
75 mm gun organizations. This mount 
clamps on the forward end of the 75 
mm gun in front of the shield. In firing 
the 75 mm sight and elevating and tra- 
versing mechanism and the 37 mm tube 
breech mechanism are used. The gun is 
loaded by a connoneer standing in front 
of the shield. Target practice is con- 
ducted in the same manner as with serv- 
ice ammunition. The training possible 
with this equipment differs from that 
obtained with service ammunition in that 
shorter ranges are’ used, smaller bursts 
are seen, the service of the piece is ma- 
perially changed, and an improvised 
range scale must be used due to the 
great difference in the trajectories of the 
two types of ammunition. However, the 
difference in the cost of ammunition, 
about $12.50 per round, warrants the 
use of equipment of this kind for a por- 
tion of the training of the field artil- 
lerymen. 





Standardize Ration Courses 
ITH 2 view to securing uniform 
adoptior in all units of the best 

methods research has disclosed for the 
handling of the Army ration, the Train- 
ing Section of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral’s office recently issued a training di- 
rective to the schools for bakers and 
cooks in all Corps Areas. 

Whereas the schools formerly imparted 
instruction each after its own system, 
cooks and bakers in handling the mess 
and officers in supervising them will here- 
after be taught the same subjects, in the 
same order, and, as nearly as possible, in 
the same marner. In this way it is be- 
lieved that, with a great economy of time 
and cost, the utmost benefit can be secured 
from the ration authorized by Congress. 

Officers’ courses at the Corps Area 
scnools are designed to instruct the officers 
in the theory and practice of handling the 
ration and conducting messes, and to train 
them in the duties of commanding officers 
of bakery companies, and assistant com- 
manders of schools for bakers and cooks. 
The Adjutant General recently urged com- 
manders of each Corps Area to send as 
many officers as could be spared to the in- 
tensive course for officers which begins 
in all the schools for bakers and cooks 
in January. 

Courses for enlisted men purpose to 
train them in the duties of bakers, cooks, 
and mess sergeants, and instructors in the 
schools for bakers and cooks. 

The first regular training period will 
commence on July 1, 1929, and will coincide 
with the school year, lasting, that is, till 
June 30, 1930. The courses for bakers and 
cooks will be of four months duration, 
with an additional month for those show- 
ing snecial aptitude. The officers’ courses 
will be of such duration as Corps Area 
commanders decide. 

For the Regular Army officers bakers’ 
course, theoretical instruction will cover 
definitions: fermentations, veasts, molds: 
flour blending, mixing, moulding, proofing. 
and temperatures: personal hygiene and 
sanitation; shop work, arrangement of sec- 
tion, units, ete.: storage, keeping and ship- 
ping of flour and bread; field and garri- 
son equipment, field expedients: methods 
of firing, economy, and care of equipment; 
baking accounts, cost and = statements. 
Theory in the cooking course will em- 
brace definition of terms used in cooking; 
the Army ration, its kind and quantities; 
the elementary princivles of cooking and 
the elements of nutrition; mess manage- 
ment; meats, fish, poultry, and game: 
recipes; inspection, testing, and care of 
canned goods: inspection of fresh foods 
and vegetables. The commandants will 
prescribe such practical work as will dem- 
onstrate the students’ grasp of the above 
Principles. 

Mess management will be studied for a 
period prescribed by the commandant, dur- 
ing which the following subjects will be 
reviewed: Making of sweet doughs; mak- 
ing of salads and desserts: making of coffee 
and other beverages; kitchen sanitation 
and hygiene bills of fare accounts; 
spices, flavoring extracts, and condiments; 
study of inspection for subsistence sup- 
plies; meat inspection, as required by U. 
S. Bureau of Animal Husbandry; meat 
cutting, nomenclature and. distribution; 
freshand dried vegetables; markets, meth- 
ods -of purchasing and supplying: the 
chemical value of food and how to meas- 
ure it; defrosting of meats, poultry, and 
products. 

Theoretical and practical instruction as 
commanding officer of bakery company 
and assistant commandant of schools for 
bakers and cooks will be given as the 
school commandants may determine. 

The same instructions will be given to 
the officers of the Q. M. C. Reserves desig- 
nated for this training as, in the judgment 
of the commandants, can be imparted in 
the time allotted. 

Theoretical instruction in the cooks’ 
course will cover definition of terms used 
in cooking, the Army ration, its kind and 
quantities, elements of nutrition and ele- 
mentary principles of cooking, recipes, 
mess accounts, and arithmetic. For prac- 
tical instruction the student-ecooks will be 
Placed on shifis in the school kitchens, and 
taught preparation of food prepiratory to 
cooking, garrison cooking, field cooking,

A correspondent writes: 

The departure of the transport “St. 
Mihiel” on its northward trip from Cristo- 
bal on Dec. 14, 1928, was aitended by an 
unusual degree of sadness and solemnity. 
The “St. Mihiel’ bore the remains of Col. 
Lynn 8S. Edwards, Coast Artillery Corps, 
whose death at the Station Hospital, Fort 
Sherman, C. Z., on Nov. 28, 1928, was very 
unexpected and was a_=e great. shock 
throughout the Army. No warning or 
preceding illness presaged his demise. He 
was stricken apparently while in good 
health with only a very short feeling of 
slight indisposition prior to his death. Al- 
ways a man of robust constitution and for 
many years one of the best tennis players 
in the Army the natural expectation for 
many years of future usefulness existed. 

The remains were accompanied by his 
widow, Mrs. Leona M. Edwards, and the 
four children, Dixie, Gordon, Robert and 
Marion. ‘Colonel Edwards wis an efficient 
officer, a loyal friend, kind, just and con- 
siderate in all his dealings with men, and 
a loving father. The Department Com- 
mander has well expressed the high esti- 
mation in which Colonel Edwards was held 
in the following eulogy: 

“Colonel Edwards was a man of strong 
military character and high efficiency, and 
with all was just and considerate in his 
dealings with others. In his death the 
Army, and especially this command, suf- 
fers an irreparable loss the extent of which 
is hard to estimate.” 

Just prior to his death Colonel Edwards 
was especially interested in seeing his son, 
Gordon, obtain appointment to the United 
States Military Academy, and, following 
his father’s encouragement, Gordon had 
enlisted in the Air Corps at France Field, 
Cc. Z., and was competing for an enlisted 
man’s appointment thereto in the West 
Point preparatory school for enlisted men. 
The unexpected misfortune compelled 
Gordon to withdraw from school; take his 
discharge in order that he return North 
with his mother to assist in the reestab- 
lishment of family affairs. Gordon was 
designated as custodian to accompany the 
remains North. Interment will be in Ar- 
lington. 

The War Department has been notified 
of the death of Chaplain Francis B. 
Doheriy, ret., at Palermo, Italy, December 
22, 1928. Chaplain Doherty was born in 
3oston, Mass., Dec. 21, 1862. He was ap- 
pointed Chaplain in the Army March 13, 
1902; accepted April 5, 1992: anpointed 
major Nov. 6, 1914; retired for disability 
in line of duty Oct. 15, 1920.

In the bakers’ course theoretical instruc- 
tion will embody the classification, grad- 
ing, and competition of wheat; the kinds 
of milling, blending, sifting and bleaching 
applicable to flour; elementary principles 
of fermentation in bread making and yeast 
making: and the analytical consideration 
of recipes. Assignments will be made for 
practical instruction in dough mixing, op- 
eration of post bakery equipment, installa- 
tion and operation of field bakery equip- 
ment, field baking expedients, and baking 
field and garrison bread and pastry. 

During the mess. sergeants’ course, 
which will include instruction in mess 
management, mess accounts, and duties of 
mess sergeants, the students will be in 
charge of a mess under the direction of an 
instructor. 

Among the other benefits to be derived 
from the standardization contemplated 
above are a nearly maximum uniformity 
in utensils and equipment, ef which in- 
creased economy, through larger quantity 
purchases, is a logical corollary; and the 
elimination of “unlearning” and “re-learn- 
ing” on the part of Army cooks and bakers 
when transferred to new posts. The econ- 
omy of effort consequent upon the uni- 
versal adoption of those methods which 
investigation and the consensus of opinion 
have demonstrated to be most expedient, 
is also apparent, and in the long run will 
lead to a significant saving to Uncle Sam 
in dollars and cents.

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Financial Digest 
By a Market Expert. 

,HE .Contirental National Bank and 

: Trust Co., of Chicago in a quarterly 
review discussing the trend of business 
states: 

An opinion is current that the break in 
the stock markets. will have two results: 
An casing in money rates, due to lessened 
speculative demmnd for funds; recession in 
business, resulting from curtailed buying 
by people who suffered losses. 

Speculators doubtless took money out of 
the stock market and bought more freely 
than they otherwise would. But paper 
profits weren't all converted into purchas- 
ing power and ail profits weren't wiped 
out. Moreover, the everyday purchases 
of a vast industrial population, as well as 
the sustaining influence of a farm income 
of large proportions—these remain as busi- 
ness realities. 

Even before the stock market reaction, 
we wondered whether the reduced volume 
of new bonds, during the second half of 
*28, would mean a decrease in new money 
for labor and materials sufficient to cur- 
tail business in 1920. We now feel that 
the business momentum of ‘28 will carry 
over as an offset. And the bond market 
should improve. 

There's nothing to be gained by ignoring 
the possibility of a temporary business re- 
action. althovgh such a development is 
still a possibility rather than a certainty. 

Business this year has been better than 
in 1927. Domestic trade, measured by car 
loadings, will total about the same. Meas- 
ured by bank debits, it will be much larger. 
But there must be allowance for checks 
drawn in making stock payments and we 
are inclined to use car loadings as a more 
accurate index. Export trade will be con- 
sitierably larger; imports not quite so 
large. 

There may be temporary reactions in the 
stock market and business may not be 
quite as active as in 1928. But business 
will continue to be generally prosperous 
in 1929 and should equal the average of 
1927.

The Housion Chapter, R. O. A. re- 
eentiy discussed the problem of promo- 
tion of Reserve Officers, resulting in the 
following resolutions: 

Wheress, the National Defense Act of 
June, 1916, as rewritten by Congress in 
1920, econicrmplates six field armies offiecr a 
Officers. The Chief of Staff of 
the Army ef the United States, Maj. ¢ 
Charles [°. Summerall, within this last 
year, estimated that 220,000 Reserve Offi- 
cers would be required to train and com- 
mand these six field Armies, including the 
Yone of the Interior and the Zone of the 
Communics cons, and 

Wherens, of the 220,000 Reserve Officers 
required, only 111.000 citizens now hold 
teserve Comrn'ssions in the Army of the 
United Stites, and 

Whereas, Army Regulations 140-5 set 
forth in the terms and conditions under 
which Resorve Officers are promoted, in- 
cluding the Vacancy Clause, and 

Whereas, in the Sth Corps Area there 
are 309 officers who are eligible for pro- 
motion, but cannot be promoted because 
of the Vacancy Clause, and 

Wherens, fully half of these officers who 
are eligible for promotion were Commis- 
gsioned Officers daring the World War, and 

Whereas, mony of these officers, who 
are eligible for promotion now hold the 
seme rank ond grade which they held in 
1917, 1918 ond 1919, because of the lack 
of vacancies, and see no hope for advance- 
ment under the present system, and are 
becoming discouraged because the years 
are slipping by and the advancement is 
net commensurate with their ages, and 
they see younger men in other branches 
promoted above them, and 

Wherens, mony Junior Officers rote that 
many of their Senior Officers have not 
advanced in grade for many years, who 
are looking askance at a system which 
an officer's advancement, even after 

and equitably earned it, and 
this condition is causing alto- 
gether too many officers of World War 
experience to lose confidence in the present 
system and interest in their commissions. 

Therefore, be it resolved, That in the 
interest of National Defense and the Third 
Component of the Army of the United 
States, that the War Department and the 
Congress he urged to consider steps te 
rectify this unsatisfactory condition of 
affairs and the following suggestions are 
respectfully submitted for consideration: 

That in the event of a major emergency, 
a weeding out process will be resorted to 
anyway; 

That all officers will not be 
the Colors at one time: 

Theat during the World War, Depot 
Pirigades were organized in all divisions 
where all officers were attached until they 
could be assigned to appropriate Units or 
Duties: 

That the Third Compenent of the 
Army of the United States is largely on 
paper only, that to create vacan ies, more 
theoeretico! Units up to Divisions be blocked 
out on paper, to care for these officers who 
should be promoted immediately and who 
can then be attached for training to the 
present organized Units. 

Re it further reselved that as, if, and 
when an officer of the National Guard of 
the severnl States, holding a commission 
in the ©. PR. C. senarates himself from the 
Nations! Guard, he should be eligible for 
a commission in the Reserve Corps of the 
Army of the United States, in the grade 
which he held in the National Guard at 
the time of his separation therefrom: Pro- 
vided, that such offcer appears at the time 
of his senarnticn before a board of officers 
for exemireticn and satisfacterily qualifies 
for a Certifente of Capacity in this grade 
sought. That this is for the purpose of 
retaining in the service valuable officers 
who would otherwise be lost thereto, 

And be it further resolved, Thot copies 
oa” these reeelutions be pleced in the hands 
of the Prestdent of the United Stetes, the
